From Thursday, April 4, 
through Saturday, April 6, the 
University of Massachusetts

Dickens, and Saturday evening, 
April 6, the conference is closed 
with his World Premiere per¬ 
formance of Mr. Dickens is 
Coming! 

The Off-Broadway Players 
will be unveiling their new pro¬ 
duction of Charles Dickens’ The 
Mystery of Edwin Drood, to 
coincide with the conference. 

Professor Diana Archibald, 
Conference Director, says that 
the conference has garnered 
world-wide attention, having 
received inquiries “from as far 
away as India.”

Improvements at Lydon

Students returning from 
Spring Break 2002 are seeing 
some big changes in the Lydon 
Library. 

New carpeting throughout the 
fu’st floor and a newly 
redesigned Reference Room has 
created a more open and invit¬ 
ing study space. The Reference 
collection is now arranged in 11 
easily navigable aisles. New 
study tables and chairs are 
already on order. Soft furniture 
is also being purchased to create 
a lounge area on the first floor. 
New window treatments are 
expected to make the area even 
more attractive to library visi¬ 
tors. 

The Electronic Reference 
Center has taken on a new and 
cleaner look with the installa¬ 
tion of 30 new Dell computers 
for public use and library 
instruction. Students will appre¬ 
ciate fast 1.5 Ghz Pentium 4 
processors and 100 Mb 
switched netw ork connections. 
.All computers feature 250Mb 
zip drives for downloading files 
and offer free printing to the 
Library’s networked printers. 
The Library has pre-pro¬ 
grammed the 3 special keyboard 
buttons which will open up to 
the student e-mail server, the 
UML libraries homepage, and 
the Google search engine for 


easy connection to these loca¬ 
tions. 

A quick trip to the fourth 
floor of Lydon will reveal even 
more changes. The carpet is 
already in place and plans are 
being finalized to create a more 
comfortable group study area 
for students. Plans include new 
tables, chairs, large white 
boards, and both wired and 
wireless network connections to 
connect laptops to the campus 
network. 

None of this work would 
have been p)ossible without the 
coordinated and well-planned 
efforts of librarians and facili¬ 
ties staff who worked together 
to dismantle and reassemble the 
entire first floor of Lydon in one 
short week. 

Joseph Caulfield, Assistant to 
the Provost, worked closely 
with librarians as well as library 
staff members, including Donna 
Beausoleil and Jason Kramer, to 
ensure that the Reference col¬ 
lection and the computer areas 
would be ready for students 
returning from Spring Break. 
Caulfield also coordinated 
x gmovtd and r^lacement of fur- 
niture. reference books, and 
metal book shelves with 
Norman LeClair whose facili¬ 
ties crew’s efforts made sure 
that the work accomplished on 
time. The Library extends its 
heartfelt appreciation to this 
enthusiastic and helpful team. 

Originally, the Library had 
planned to remain open during

USS Roosevelt Receives 
Hero’s Welcome

After 189 days at sea, the 
USS Theodore Roosevelt 
returned to port in Norfolk, VA 
on Wednesday morning to a 
crowd of thousands of family 
and friends on shore. 

The aircraft carrier deployed 
to the Arabian Sea on 
September 19, 2001, with a 
crew of approximately 5,500 
personnel. Upon arrival, sailors 
dropped a banner over the rail¬ 
ing that read “Freedom 
Endures.” 

Many of the family and 
friends were decorated with 
flowers, flags and gifts for the 
homecoming. For some of the 
men, their greatest gift was 
meeting their children that were 
bom during their deployment. 
Another banner hanging from 
the ship read, “Ashley McGee, 
will you marry me?” 

The USS Roosevelt was the 
first to be deployed following 
the September 11th terrorist 
attacks. It is the first of five 
ships scheduled to return to port 
this week. 


More Violence in the 
Middle East

Palestinian leader Yasser 
Arafat proclaimed Thursday that 
he is ready to accept CIA direc¬ 
tor George Tenet’s cease-fire 
plan. Arafat said that he “would 
like to reiterate our readiness 
for an immediate cease-fire.” 

Arafat’s declaration came just 
a day after a Palestinian suicide 
bomber detonated explosives at 
a hotel in Netanya, Israel on 
Wednesday night. The attack 
left at least 21 dead, and 170 
more wounded. 

Israeli officials are calling 
this the ‘Passover Massacre.’ 
The explosion took place at the 
Park Hotel as Israelis gathered 
for the traditional Seder meal 
marking the start of Passover. 
Arafat’s proclamation came as 
Palestinians prepared for retalia¬ 
tion in the West Bank and Gaza. 
President Bush, however, 
remains hopefiil. 

At a conference in Texas on 
Thursday, Bush stated, “I know 
in the Middle East it looks like 
there will never be peace. But I 
can assure you, we’re not going 
to give up.”

Tidbits of News from Other Colleges and Universities

College of the Mainland 

David Michael Smith, a government professor at College of the 
Mainland, a 3,000-student community college in Texas, was 
granted tenure recently and students and local residents aren’t 
happy about it. Smith is a self-described Marxist, known for crit¬ 
icizing the U.S. government. He was approved unanimously for 
tenure, despite many protestors coming to the open meeting. 
Some accused him of brainwashing students to follow his 
beliefs. Smith says his freedom to express his divergent views is 
the precise reason why tenure exists. 

Florida State University 

12 students who had protesting against sweatshops at Florida 
State University were arrested after camping out in front of the 
main administrative building. However, protests continued 
throughout the week, though relocated to a “designated free 
speech area” - which many of the participating students consider 
a violation of their Constitutional rights. The students are mem¬ 
bers of an on-campus organization known as United Students 
Against Sweatshops and are asking the University to affiliate 
themselves with a college consortium that has taken a stand 
against sweatshops. 

Temple University 

Martin Eisen, a tenured math professor at Temple University, 
was recently fired for holding his academic standards a bit too 
high. He was accused of being too difficult in grading, failing 
many students with no remorse, refusing to give additional help 
to students, and not updating his teaching methods in three 
decades. Eisen has filed a lawsuit against the University, claim¬ 
ing his free speech and due process rights were ignored. He also 
accused some colleagues of asking him to commit academic 
fraud by inflating grades.

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A dark week for Hollywood 


Milton Berle, Dudley Moore and 
Billy Wilder pass away in of 2 days

Last week, the entertainment 
industry lost three gems with the 
passing of Milton Berle at age 
93, Dudley Moore at age 66, and 
Walter Berry at age 95. The 
three had contributed a lot to 
their respective fields and will 
always be remembered and 
sadly missed. 

Berle passed due to a fight 
with colon cancer. Bom in 
1908, the native New Yorker 
grew up in front of the crowd on 
the vaudeville stages, which 
were popular in the early part of 


the twentieth century. He 
helped develop television’s pop¬ 
ularity with ‘Texaco Star 
Theater ’ which was also named 
‘The Milton Berle Show”. He 
had roles in “It’s a Mad Mad 
Mad Mad World” as well as the 
“Muppet Movie” to name only a 
few of his achievements. While 
he did star in movies, most of 
his contributions will be remem¬ 
ber as being on television, and 
his usual grin will be missed. 

Moore passed after a struggle 
with progressive supranuclear 
palsy at the age of 66. While 
also a competant concert pianist, 
Moore was most known for his 
work in film. He played parts

The River Hawks will need to keep up a 
strong momentum this week. Their first couple 
weeks may determine what the rest of the sea¬ 


son will look like. So far, they’re doing fine, but 
need to strengthen up just a little bit. They may 
need to look to their enormous pitching 
entourage (P Mike Nugent is 6’ 7”, P Steve 
Palazzollo is 6’8”), all of whom are strong on 
the pitcher’s mound, plus a little back up from 
their fiercely disciplined infield (the opener 
against St. Rose had something like four double 
plays).

SO split weekend, nabbing a win and 
a loss from two teams on Friday and 
Saturday. 

Friday the River Hawks had a 
double-header at American 
International College. 

This was a powerful game for 
American International. Over the 
summer, AIC freshmen Brendan 
Grant has passed away during the 
summer. The 18-year old died after 
colliding with another player during 
a summer baseball game. Grant was 
ranked sixth at AIC for batting and 
had secured four home runs last sea¬ 
son. 

AIC was able to win the opener 3- 
2. However, the River Hawks 
sprang back in the second game, 
nabbing a punishing 13-3 win. 

Saturday, the River Hawks 
returned to LeLacheur Park for the 
first time this season for a double- 
header against the College of Saint 
Golika Rmghu. 

UML took the opener with little 


effort, continuing off of their over¬ 
whelming success in Friday night’s 
game. They began their attack in the 
bottom of the second with 3 runs. 
From there, it seemed like a contin¬ 
uous cycle of RBI - a run here, a 
couple there. The Golden Knights 
picked up only one run and 6 hits in 
the game. The final score was 11-1, 
River Hawks. 

A stand-out performance during 
the game came from new-comer 
Bobby “Deuce” Moulaison. For a 
freshmen, he really put in some hard 
effort, making the hits when needed 
and helping out his 
team. Keep an eye 
on this one. 

The nightcap 
proved a little more 
difficult for UML. 

The team knew 
there would be 
trouble when St. 

Rose freshmen 
Jean-Francois 
DuFour shot one 
over the wall for a 
three-run home run 
in the fifth inning. 

Adding insult to 
injury, two batters 
later sophomore 
DH Matt Bertinetti 


nailed a solo homer of his own. By 
the end of the fifth, the Golden 
Knights were ahead 5-2. 

Despite some great effort on the 
field, the River Hawks never recov¬ 
ered. Pitcher David Oulette did 
what he could, adding several strike 
outs to his belt, and it really looked 
like they were playing towards a 
comeback in the last couple innings, 
but the final score was 6-2, St. Rose. 

The River Hawks continued their 
season with a busy week. First, an 
away game against Franklin Pierce

Florida’s Pastime

Attending Red Sox Spring Training this 
year was sort of an awakening for me. 
Rather than finding extreme interest in a 
bunch of minor leaguers struggling for 
major league jobs, I concentrated on the 
simple reverence that the people of the 
palms had for the game of baseball. 
Roridians are of an odd sort. Then again, 
they do have an uncanny love for the 
game like no other. 

When driving to a Red Sox Spring 
Training game, you had better leave 
hours in advance. The trip to the ball 
field is more like a mass exodus than 
anything else. Cars are bumper to bumper 
on straight two-lane highways as far as 
the eye can see. Because Floridians have 
no state car inspection law, citizens and 
visitors believe they are permitted to

When entering the City of Palms Park 
in Fort Myers, you had better have your 
Visa card out.

Imagine paying five dollars for 
something that flows rather freely. 
Somewhere between the seventh inning 
stretch and the ninth inning, elderly and 
young people alike begin dropping like 
flies from heat exhaustion.

It is 
truly a spectacle to see 8,000 fans hud¬ 
dled together below a partial roof The 
empty seats along the dugouts and behind 
home plate don’t mean a thing to anyone. 
Floridians love their shade. I don’t blame 


them; the sun is utterly ruthless. 

When something exciting on the field 
happens, don’t expect the crowd to go 
wild. They don’t stand up. They don’t 
scream. They don’t throw beer bottles. 
And they don’t throw fists. These are 
respectable fans, and they would rather 
offer a healthy cheer and a few whistles 
than go overboard and get all sweaty. 

This is okay though. Sticking to the 
leather seat in your Jaguar can be 
tedious and agonizing at times. 

When retreating home, you have to 
leave enough space between the car in 
front of you and your front bumper. This 
is the time when all are most vulnerable 
to vehicle accidents. And if you haven’t 
heard by now, Florida drivers are by far 
the worst the world has to offer. In this 
state, the lesson “look before you leap” is 
overrated. People leap and then they end 
up crashing, running off the road, and 
rolling into ditches.
